sands of volcanic blowholes, that once 
upon a time belched forth sulphur 
fumes and steam of the earth’s core. 
The people used these holes as doors 
to their homes, and enlarged the inte­ 
riors to suit their families.

the eaves, but Mttie remains of these 
fests of masonry.
